Admiral Beatty's nanfe will 
be written on the scroll of fame beside 
those of Drake and Nelson, and the 
deeds of the Fleet will hold future genera- 
tions spell-bound with admiration. From 
the “Lizzie”’ belching forth destruction 
at Gallipoli to the hamble mine-sweeper 
trawling the seas for the engines of death, 
every ship in the British Navy has/wrought | 
wonders. Faced by a crafty and desperate 
enemy, the Fleet, for over four yeats, has 
held the unchallenged mastery of the seas, 
In 1914, as is well known, we were not 
ready; even the Navy was unprepared. 
From the first day, however, it, took 
possessien of the waterways of the world, 
and up to the moment, when the last 
German ship made an sede igs surrender, 
its grip was never relaxed. 

winter, day and night, the watches of the 
North Sea kept guard. Everywhere, from 
Hong Kong te Valentia, the “ freedom of 
the seas ” was upheld by the British Navy. 
Millions of seldiers were brought from 
the ends of the earth to the battlefields of 
France, From India, from Australia, from 
America a constant stream aí food was 
poured into Europe.

‘hat are the chief results on civil popo- 
lations of a state of war which, , while

They suggest the general 
inference that war makes men and women 
reckless in some matters and cautious in 
otliprs.

thohsands of people who in norma) times 
never took an important decision without a 
carpful counting of the cost. This 
teniper of—shall we say ?—adventure is 
mast clearly reflected in the marriage 
statistics for the third year of the war. 
Thére was no increase in the rate: on the 
cofftrery, it was only 13.8 per thousand, 
or 1.1 below that of the preceding year, 
and 1.6 beldw the average for the previous 
tem, years.

The Nurses’ Registration Bill, 
Major Barnett, which seeks to 
General Nursing Council for the training and 
registration of nurses in the United Kingdom 
was considered by the Standing Committee to 
whom it has been referred at the Houde of 
Commons yesterday afternoon, Mr. Mac 
master, K.C., presided.

Major Barnett accepted the amedment, but 
pointed out that there was already criticiam 
that the Cquneil was overweighted with em- 
ployers, and that there was not enough repre- 
sentation of nurses. 

The amendment was carried.

The amendment 
also had reference to the representation of Ene- 
land, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland on the 
Council.

RE-MARRIAGE OF WIDOWS. 


INTERESTING STATISTICS BY 
ENGLISH REGISTRAR-GENERAL, 

The salient features of ‘the of the 
Registrar-General for Great Britain for 1917, 
issued in Blue Book form, are >— 

Marriage rate, 13.8 per 1,000, or 1.1 below 
previous year, and 1.0 below the average.of ten 
previous years 

Birth-rate, 17.8 per 1,006, the lowest on record, 
with prospect of a further decline, ~~ 

Civilian death-rate, 14.4 per 1,000, the same as 
in the previous year and as of the average of 
the ten preceding years. 

The provisional figures for the current year 
indicate an increase of about ó per 1,000, owing 
to the influenza epidemic. 

The low mortality of young children is again 
a remarkable feature of the year. On

abnormally high death-rate of civilian males of 
military age, as a consequence of the further 
withdrawal of the more healthy men hy enlist- 
| ment, and an excess of mortality among the 
aged, though not so marked as in 1915 and 1916 

Infant mortality was 86 per 1,000 births, being 
5 1,000 above the preceding year, but 15 per 
1,000 below the ten years: average. 

Cancer caused a higher mortality than in-any 
other year. Deattis from cerebrospinal fever 
remained abnormally high, although lower rhan 
in 1915. The remarkable reduction in cass of 
suickle continues. 

No figures are available of the number of 
British soldiers’ marriages abroad or Colonial 
soldiers’ marriages in England, The marriages 
of widows have been more common, and those of 


than at afiy period im the last forty years, due 
largely to the number of young widows during 
wartime. This tendency to re-marriage shown 
hy widows even before the war has now ex- 
tended to widowers. 

The number of divorced mon re-marrying was 
considerably greater than usual, whereas imme- 
diately before the war the position was reversed. 

The proportion of marriages of boys under 
20, Sait canbelally under 19, to the total eon- 
tracted has trebled since the outbreak of war. 
It is not considered fair to assume that desire 
to escape military service wag the principal 
‘cause in the rise of the marriage rate in 1915, 
when the “rush into matrimony was very much 
greater in the South of England than else- 
where.”
